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DETAILED ACTION 


Transitional After Final Practice 

1 . Since this application is eligible for the transitional procedure of 37 CFR 1 .129(a), 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(r) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action is hereby withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.129(a). Applicant's submission 
after final filed on July 28, 2004 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -9 and 22-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose an optical fiber device comprising a housing with a wall vacuum 
crawn and pressurized with a gas to prevent moisture from entering, an optical fiber 
holding tube through the wall and having a first end and a second end, one inside and 
one outside the housing, a plurality of optical fibers extending from holding tube, a gas 
blocking device attached to the first end of the optical fiber holding tube further 
comprising a fiber containing passageway having a wide and narrow portion for fibers to 
extend through, and a sealing material contained in the passageway and hardened 
around the optical fibers such that the gas blocking device creates a seal preventing 
gas from passing through the holding tube and where the plurality of optical fibers act as 
strength members to reinforce the sealing material within at least the narrow portion of 
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the passageway. In particular, the Falkentstein (U.S. 4,707,066) and Roger, Jr (U.S. 
5,157,753) references fail to specifically disclose a fiber containing body having a 
passageway, which has a wide and narrow portion, for optical fibers to extend through 
and a sealing material creates a gas seal in the narrow portion of the passageway.
